Tho Now York Tribune says; — A farther 
evidence of tho fact that confederate 
boudB appeared on the money market in 
London immediately after tho present 
election, when it was believed in England 
that Gov. Tilden had been elected, is 
furnished by u, copy of tho London Ob- 
server, just received at tho Treasury Do- 
partment. In tho money article in that pa- 
per reviewing: the transactions of the wook 
ending Nov. 11 tho following pumgraph 
appears: "As a curious incident it muy 
bo mentioned that some dealings took 
place in tho Confederate loan, iu viow of 
Mr. Tilden's election, tlio quotations 
being 2^ to 3)' t ." Southern Congress- 
men appear to bo amused at the idoa that 
anybody in Europe could bo such fools 
as to imagine that there would bo any 
chanco for the payment of the Confederate 
debt under a Democratic Administration. 
They say if the question wero put to vote 
in tho South it would bo negatived by an 
overwhelming majority. Comparatively 
few of the former holders of tho funds in 
tho Southern States have still preserved 
them; and they believe that thero is no 
desire among their constituents to add to 
their burden of taxation for tho benefit of 
foreign speculators who bought tlio bonds 
on a gambling investment witli full know- 
ledge of tho risk of total loss. 

Sir Edward Thornton, the British Min- 
ister at Washington, is thus desctihod by 
n correspondent of the Now York Inde 
pendent:— Anybody would call him '"a 
plain looking man;" yet there is a scrupu- 
lous nuatuess about bis attire that would 
make you look twice. Asido from that ho 
is a fatherly-looking mortal, as if he 
wore born into the world to protect young 
girls am! keep from all harm tho wnak 
and tlio defenceless. lie has dark, kind, 
sagacious eyes, the regulation mutton- 
chop whiskers of tho Englishman, groat 
big hands and feet, altogether that beef- 
steak basis of body and limb which Am- 
ericans luck and long for. No human 
being could bo freer from pomposity or 
uirs of any sort. His feet, planted firmly 
on the solid earth, seem to bo forover in 
quest of some human creature whom ho 
may help by the way. The stately coach 
of tlio English legation may bo scon any 
day on tho avenue, with Us maroon livor- 
ies and oockaded outriders; but the 
"dean of tho cor|is" is seldom in it. Him 
you most meet striding along the streets 
or riding iu tho V stroet cars Therein no 
woman is so poor or so shabby (hat tlio 
British Minister will not put her ticket 
iu the box, nor one so old or ugly that ho 
will not give her his sent. He in'a gentle- 
man of gentlemen. I n his energy, sim- 
plicity, kindness, and good Bcnno he in 
among diplomats what Dom Pedro is 
among monarohs —a man above kings. 

Tho New York Post says: — "II indeed 
seems a gross inconsistency that, while 
wo negotiate a commercial treaty with so 
remote and comparatively unimportant a 
Power as the Sandwich 'islands, wo ig- 
noro the advantages of a similar treaty 
with an industrious and wealthy people 
who are anxious for unfottored trade, 
whoso commercial methods, disposition, 
and habits are like our own, and who can 
injure us by their trade only in tho same 
senso that somo foolish ' protectionist 
might contend that the trade of Now 
York with Michigan or Maine is hurtful 
to tho interests of those States. Such in- 
cidental objections ru that Canada might 
admit British goods and allow them to bo 
ro-oxportad to the United Statot oould bo 



readily provided for in tho proposed 
treaty, and altogether there sterns to ho 
no substantial harrier to its negotiation 
except absurd and antiquated prejudice." 

The Boston Commonwealth says: — A 
storo near the contro of tho business part 
of this city, which formerly was rented 
for 817.000 a year, has just been leased 
by a firm for "S5, 000; and another, built 
since the fire, and paying for a time 
a yeur, is now rented for S5,000. These 
examples show how it is that people of 
nominal wealth feel tho pressure of hard 
times. There are thousands of such in- 
stances. 

Horrible Massacre. 



A Panama letter detailing tho mas- 
sacre at Coli, continues: The crowd 
furioua, in tho shape of women of tho 
lowest class, in many cases with their 
offspring at their heels, swarmed in 
the streets hounding on tho excited 
mob to break clown all doors not im- 
mediately thrown open. All houses 
were bedizened by red rags, shawls, 
handkerchiefs, table covers, petticoats 
and everything bearing the distinctive 
colors of tho invaders. By midday 
most of the stores wero cleared of their 
coutonts. Men, women and children 
were staggering in every direction 
under the burden of their spoils, ami 
iu turn wero maltreated, and some- 
times even killed, and deprived by 
their fellow-thieves of tho proceeds of 
their robberies. ^Barrels and cases of 
wine and spirits were turned into the 
streets, and a saturnalia of drunkeness 
began that never will be forgotten by 
those who have had tho misfortune to 
witness the deplorablo scene. Alter 
the first rush on the stores had pro- 
cured them an abundance of drink, 
bands of frenzied men patrolled the 
town, firing at and hacking every 
living creature, iiut uusatiated with 
slaughter in tho streets, they poured 
into tho houses of the Liberals and 
Conservatives alike, mostly though the 
latter, aud continued tho work of mur- 
der and destruction. All the Conser- 
vatives were ruthlessly killed, and 
many Liberals who tried to arrest tho 
barbarians in their progress, or to 
shield friends or relatives, and persons 
suspected of sympathizing with tho 
Conservatives, or of having no decided 
opinion ia politics, shared the samo 
fate; but all these horrors are as 
nothing compared with the still rnoro 
frightful excesses perpetrated on the 
suburbs and on the estates in tho stir- 
rounding country. There murder, lust, 
robbery and incendiarism have contin- 
ued unchecked for days together. All 
small shopkeepers havo been deprived 
of house and homo aud all estates ravag- 
ed; cattle driven away or shot; hedges 
torn down; cano lields burned, aud 
even machinery destroyed so as to 
render it useless to its owners. Tho 
Government at Bogota has condemned 
tho acts of Gen Peru; but owing to 
his popularity and influence in thatro- 
gion.it was impractiabele to re nove him 
from his command. Thero were no 
foreigners killed, but their property 
has been confiscated in the most shame- 
loss manner.

WAR MEWS. 

IUishki in concentrating large nrmiea on 
her southern frontier. KuBsiu cannot 
mobilize Lor armies. Ilussia bns i.ecicieu 
to go to war. Kussin haa decided not to 
go to war. Russia is bankrupt. Russia 
can get all the money she needs. IU.ssia 
Las crossed the Pruth and is pressing on 
towards Constantinople. These are a 
Bamplo of the Eabtern telegnuus that fil- 
ter through tho news agencies ami find 
their way into the English and American 
press. Very perplexing and annoying is 
the oonllicting intelligence— purposely so, 
perhaps, to confuso the enemies of the 
Muscovite so that ho may prepare for a 
spring with less chance of interruption. 
Tho lato Conference amounted to nothing. 
It's recommendations were flouted by the 
Turk who defies tho liuss and refuses to 
carry' out reforms under compulsion. 
Great Britain — through its repre- 
Fentativo at the Conference, the 
Marquis of Salisbury- has intimated to 
the Sultan that if ho goes to war ho will 
stand alone; and the British ironclad fleet 
has retired and apparently left Constan- 
tinople to its fate. Will the Czar fight 
with such tremendous odds in Ins favor— 
with no enemy save an effeminate race 
who ought to have been driven out of 
Europo centuries ago? Certainly— ho 
must go to war or bo himself destroyed 
by the armies that have sprung into ex- 
istence ut his bidding. In his speech at 
Moscow on the 21st November last the 
Czar threatened to go to war unless the 
Christians of Turkey wero guaranteed 
protection and reform. Turkey, in the 
rejection of the terms of tho Conference, 
has refused the guarantees, and Russia 
cannot now fall back without a loss of 
prestigeT That loss would be more galling 
to the feelings of her people than a dis- 
astrous campaign. There would seem 
to bo little prospect of a peaceful solu- 
tion. Nearly all tho London papers allude 
to an eastern war as if it had already com- 
menced, and turn their attention to discus- 
sing tho best way of keeping Great Bri- 
tain out of tho difficulty. Dispatches on 
the 8th represented that the Premier and 
the Marquis of Salisbury have fallen out 
—that neither the Earl of Beaconstield 
nor Lord Derby approvo of tho Marquis' 
anti-Turkish sentiments at tho Confer- 
ence; and that there is a prospect of a 
split in tho Cabinet. This rumor may or 
may not bo correct; but it is evident that 
tho tono of the Eriii=h representative at 
tho Conference was in direct opposition 
to tho policy of tho British Miuistry as 
laid down by the Premier at tho Guild- 
hall banquet. There the Earl of Beacons- 
liold hurled defiance at Russia; declared 
that Great Britain was better prepared 
for war than at any previous period other 
history ; that she could stand any num- 
ber of campaigns; and that should the 
once draw the sword it would not be 
again sheathed until a lasting peace had 
boon assured. Every one accepted the 
speech as a menace to Russia, and the 
public surprise at tho course pursued by 
tho representative of the British Govern- 
m -nt at the Conference was consequently 
very great. There is a strong peace pa> t-y 
io Great Britain. Gladstone, who was 
a member of the Cabinet that

jeu-a ago, ueaas it, and his position 
is supported by many of the most influen- 
tial men in the Kingdom and by the Lib- 
eral Party to a man. At this moment a 
war waged with Russia would be unpopu- 
lar. A few months hence the popular 
current may sot in the opposite direction ; 
but until tio integrity of Constantinople 
is once fairly threatened the English peo- 
ple will consent to hostilities with great 
relaotanoe, if they do not entirely disap- 
prove of them.

Editor Colonist: — I see by New West- 
minster papers that the Municipal Coun- 
cil of that city have instructed their clerk 
"to write to Mr. R. Wallaco, Post Office 
Inspector, and learn from him why the 
conditions of the mail contract are in- 
fringed by the Enterprise leaving this 
city (Now Westminster) at 7 o'clock in- 
stead of 8, causing great inconvenience to 
tho business community and tho travel- 
ling public." 

As one of the "travelling public" from 
up country (and a frequent one. at, that) I 
beg to state, on behalf of my.-e.f and 
my acquaintances, that L consider the 
leaving Now Westminstor at 7 o'clock, 
instead of 8, anything but an inconveni- 
ence, as T do not want to bo loafing round 
that city for an hour or two, when I 
might bo making progress on my jour- 
ney; anil by leaving at 7 I am enabled to 
arrive in Victoria two hours or so before 
tho expiration of business hours, which 
would not be the case if tho steamer left 
later. 

I suspect tho agitation on this subjeol 
is got up by somo of tho hotel-keepers in 
Now Westminster, who are tho only per- 
sons that can reasonably be interested in 
delaying tho bout.

Americans have made their Centen- 
nial Fourth a sort of historical cyclov- 
omii. Within and around it, in many 
points of view, the material, social, 
and religious progress of tho finished 
century has been mado to revolve. 
The review gives sufficient reason for 
thuukfulness, and may excuse some 
reasonable degree of national pride. 
Yet let us not forget that for alt this 
progress we are largely indebted to 
tho older nations of Europo, particu- 
larly the oue whom we once saluted — 
nay, do still gladly greet with tho lov- 
ing name of "Mothor Country." Tno 
blood of many peoples is indeed in 
our veins. But tho controlling inspir- 
ation of our physical energies is the 
sturdy manhood of our Anglo-Saxon 
sires. 

We are called a "now" nation. It 
is true, but in a very qualified senso. 
Wo are new just as tho minor is now 
when he passes his twenty-first year, 
and becomes legally n man. Wo aro 
as new as a nation, just as Colorado, 
peopled by pur brothers, sons, and 
neighbors, is new as a Stato. Foren- 
sically, as a separate und independent 
government, we aro but ouo hundred 
years old. Physically, morally, intel- 
lectually, spiritually — in every sub- 
stantial sense, as a pooplo, wo are as 
old as the civilizations of Europe. We 
aro transplanted Europeans. Chiolly, 
we are Transatlantic Jiritous. It is, 
for tho most- part, British pluck, por- 
severanco, moral force, industry, con- 
science, faith — that havo wrought upon 
this Now World the grand results 
which wo have devoutly oommemorat- 
ed. 

If ono would see this illustrated in 
another field, let hirn walk through 
the British department of tho Interna- 
tional Exhibition. Bee the vast space 
covered by tho exhibits of that Em- 
pire. Glanco up at those banucis 
that overhang tho busy scene, a il 
paint out, in letters so largo that ho 
who runs may read, tho various col- 
onies and dependencies of Great Brit- 
ain aud Ireland. There aro the Dom- 
inion of Canada and tho vast British 
Provinces to the north. Yonder is 
Australia, the sixth continent. Thero 
is Cape Colony, the southern key of 
Africa. There is India, an empire in 

itself. Wo nood liauio no further. 

Every continent of the globo is looking 
down upon us from yonder bannered 
arches — Europe, Asia. Africa, America, 
Oceanic! Beneath are tho wonderful 
products of the soil and creations of 
the inbnbiters of these domains, sub- 
jects all of that "tight little Isle" off 
tho coast of Europe. Truly, she is 
well called Great Britain. 

It is no small matter for gratitude 
that we have our descent from a land 
and people whoso march across the 
world for ages has been marked by 
such mighty progress. Our unity is 
read in these kindred facts. The fam- 
ily features of the Mother are trace- 
able by the dullest vision in the nation- 
al lineaments of the Son. In justico 
and love wo acknowledge our obliga- 
tions. Thank God, wo can de so with 
a heart out of which all hate bns long 
ago been cast. We aro not, indeed, so 
far carried away by the good fellow- 
ship of the hour as to wholly forget 
the unkiudness and selfishness of the 
past, especially of our late struggle for 
national unity. But wo are too like 
our mother-land in justice, wisdom, 
ami good temper, to allow this to 
curdle our feelings, or estop the hearty 
prayer that <Jor| may long preserve 
the old country in power, to be a bles- 
sing to tho world w hich she so largely 
dominates . 

We have only referred to the fact to 
point with shai per emphasis the warn- 
ing to both Britons and Americans 
airainst any future marring of the 
things that make (or peace. That man 
is blind or stolid who does not look 
devoutly upon tho spectacle which to- 
day looms up beforo the nations. 
Mother and Son aro standing, each 
with one hand outstretched across tho 
Atlantic for loving embrace, while tho 
other sways the sceptre of a hemis- 
phere. Standing thus, they girdle tho 
globo with their dominion. Surely, it 
is God wiio has wrought this, that Ho 
may bind a Zone of Light, Truth, Li- 
berty, and religion around tho world. 
L'nhappy, therefoio, bo that man who 
dare do aught to alienate these kind- 
red powers, or array them against eaeli 
other. Providence has joined Britain 
aud America for tho defence and spread 
of Christian faith, Christian govern- 
ment, and Christian civilization. 
Whom God hath joined together, let 
no man put asunder ! Lot us guard, 
as tho apple of our oyo, not only tho 
present peace, but the deep and over- 
deepening fraternity that exists be- 
tween us. 

Americans, we are sure, will not be 
slow to hearken to such counsel. We 
havo been shouting the wide land 
over, "God save tho Republic!" We 
have cried as well "God save tho 
Queen!" And still wo shall go on, as 
wo have been doing, singing our na- 
tional hymn ; 

"Otir Country's Qod to Thee, 
Author of Liberty, 
'ID Thee vrv miitf," 

to the grand melody of Britain's na- 
tional tune: — "God save the King! " 
On many a bloody field that strained 
rallied Britons to grapple with us in 
battle one hundred years ago. On our 
Centennial Fourth we blooded hearts 
and voices, whilo wo sang (ho samo in 
veritable unison. In all the ages of 
lime inny tho harmony of our chorus 
never know a discord ! And let all tho 
pooplo say Amen '—"Phil, Presbyterian.

Th» Nanaimo miners' deputations 
agreed at the hist sitting upon the under- 
mentioned clauses for incorporation with 
the Mining Bill. Mr. Gordon was pre- 
sent; but the managers and mine-owners 
were not represented: 

Boys' iint allowed underground under 
12 years of ago, and not to work more 
than 8 hours a day. School masters to 
furnish the Lime of attoudauce of boys at 
school. The miners to have the power to 
appoint any person they choose as check- 
weigher. Any owner, manager or per- 
son interested in nay mine in the Pro- 
vince to bo disqualified from holding tho 
imsitiou of Inspector. The Inspector to 
visit every working p:irt of every mine at 
least once in every three months. Tho 
Inspector to have power to shut down a 
dangerous mine, without first reporting to 
the Minister of Mines. The Minister of 
Mines to have the appointment-gOf the 3rd 
umpire in arbitrations, instead of the 
Chairman of the Quarter Sobsipns. Any 
person interested to b ivo the power to 
cross-examine witnes.-es at iuquesta, An 
adequate amount of air shall mean, in the 
minimum, that 100 cubic feot of pure air 
shall sweep the working places, for evory 
man, boy and horse. All intake air to 
travel free of all stables and stagnant wa- 
ter. The air t ; be divided into "splits" 
for each 70 men. Pouallios to be increas- 
ed to not less than §10 and uot more than 
6100. Tho time for outeriug complaints 
under the Act to be extended to six 
months. That no Ciiinamau shall be em- 
ployed in any position where his negloet or 
carelessness mi^ht endanger the limbs or 
lives of tiny man working in tho mines. 
Provision to oe uudefor the support of 
tho widows and orphans of men killed in 
tho mines. Wagon to the amount of iil~>0 
to bo collected in a summary manner 
before any two Justices of ths Peace and 
tho persons known as thu managers or 
agents to hi liable. Messrs. J. McDon- 
ald, J. Harold, M. McKenzio and P. 
Wild wore appointed a committee to 
watch the Bill in its progress through 
tho House, ami give the member for tins 
District all the information necessary. 
A vote of thanks having been tendered to 
Mr. D. W. Gordon and tho chairman and 
the Secretary, the mect.ng adjourned, 
subject to the call of the committee.

Arms and Ammunition. — Tho "En- 
gineer" says:— Our letter from the 
Birmingham direct reports that dulness 
murks tho arms and ammunition in- 
dutries. Much of this is probably to 
be accoonteil for by tlio extent to 
which the Americans nro now produc- 
ing botli rilles uud pistols and cartrid- 
ges for export. In other 
eases it is duo to American machinery 
having been adopted upon tho Con- 
tiuent, notably in Russia. By Colt's 
machinery tho Russians aro making 
vast quantities of Colt rilles for tho 
uso of the Russian, army, as many, it is 
asserted, as throe million rilles having 
boon produced in that country by ma- 
chinery bought from the Colt Killo 
Company, livo years ago, by Gorloff, 
then military attache to the Russian 
Legation at Washington; and an 
American arms manufacturing com- 
pany is announced to have sold 100,000 
pistols to Russia during tho past year. 
General Gorloff, at the samo time, 
perfected in America what is now 
called the Russian cartridge, and had 
20,000,0000 of them made in Bridge 
Port, Connecticut. Cartridge machin- 
ery was constructed under his direc- 
,tiou, with which, it is assorted, the 
LRusaian Government aro turning out 
k00,U00 per day at St. Petersburg' and 
-.Moscow. Throe years ago tho 1'urk- 
'ish Government made a contract in 
iVmorica for '200,000 rilles on the Mar.iui- 
fllenry principle. This contract was after- 
Kvards extended to 8UU,0U0, of which 250,- 
,'OOU liuvo already been shipped; 100,000 
mors are ready for export, aud materials 
for another 100,000 moro are understood 
to he on hand at the works. Another arms 
manufacturing company in the States has 
a contract for 100,000 rifles for Egypt, 
which at dato of last advices wero boing 
shipped from New York.

EUROPE. 

London. Fob. 0.— The Pall Mall Gaztlte 
in a leading articlo says Sir Stafford 
Northeoto's speech in the House last even- 
ing can only tignify that ho cannot admit 
that tho great powers havo done with the 
proposals of the Conference because they 
have been rejected by tho Porte, nor al- 
low that the Turkish constitution is to be 
taken as an answer to tho wish and ap- 
peal of the powers.

London, Feb. 0.— A Vienna correspon- 
dent of tho Times says the attitude of ltou- 
mania excites considerable speculation. 
Tho mass of tho people aro averse to war. 
The minority is divided into two sections, 
one of which, headed by tho minority, 
favors permitting passage for belligerents 
through the neutral zone, and tho ottiers, 
headed by Prince Charles, advocate co- 
operation with Russia and a proclamation 
of the Hospodar asking for Roumania 
Austrian surveillance of tho frontier of

A Counter Revolution. 

CiTi of Mlxico, Jan. 30. — Tho elec- 
tions are going in favor of Diaz, who is 
urged to hasten his return to tho capital, 
as the government is in danger of falling 
to pieces, owing to dissfrntioua in tlio 
cabinet. Business is in a worse condition 
than over; failures aro numerous. Some 
foreigners, who favored the Diiz revolu- 
tion, have failed, and a new revolution 
against Diaz is encouraged by tho capital 
ists, who make money by loans to the re- 
volutionists at excessive interest. Escal- 
anto loaned Diaz 8200,000 towards tho 
payment of 8300,000 to tho United States, 
with incoming duties as security, receiv- 
ing 825,000 interest for 00 days* Bands of 
robbers are appearing everywhere. Zu- 
macona is spoken of as ministor to Wash- 
ington. Protsstant worship has been 
suspended at Coakuixtla and Moroles by- 
order of the authorities, Tho church 
party has been triumphant in tho elec- 
tions in the Capitol. The most important 
positions in Maohoaey, Pueblo and Que- 
rotaro are hold by the church party. A 
petition is circulating praying the govern- 
ment to permit the return of tho Sisters 
of Charity expelled from tho country two 
years ago. Cortina refuses to oboy nn or- 
der to abaudon tho Toxas frontier. Ho 
now opposes Diaz. 

Tho Empress of Brazil has presented 
the Quocn of England with a dress tho 
o<Hial of which has never been seen It 
is woven of spiders' webs, and is, us may 
he imagined, a work of art as regards 
quality and beauty. The handsome silk 
dross cannot compare with it; but it oau 
only be admired, hardly imitated. There 
have already been many attempts to make 
use of the threads spun by spiders, but up 
to the present the experiments havo not 
boon satisfactory enough to encourage 
any further efforts in this direction. In 
tho year 1710 it was discovered that to 
make a piece of silk it would require tho 
webs of 700,000 spiders. The Spaniards 
had a! reads tried to u e tho spiders' 
thready and made gloves, stookings, and 
other articles of the sort; but oven these 
were so troublesome and yielded so littlo 
profit that, in spite of tho fabulous pricos 
paid, tnoy were obliged to abandon the 
trade. In certain parts of South America 
garments made of these threads arc worn; 
but the spiders in theso lands aro un 
usually large. It is likely that tho above- 
mentioned dress was made of the smaller 
species of the American spider. There 
is, therefore, some hopo that tho timo is 
not far distant when, thanks to the pro- 
gress of modern industry, fashionable 
ladies may havo the satisfaction of wear- 
ing elegant silks of tho same delicate tex- 
ture. — Court Journal.

Downfall of an Ex-Artillery Officer. 

At tho Marylebone Polico Court, befora 
Mr. Mam- field, to-day, Walter John Plnn- 
kett Ward, aged 50, an ex-officer of tho 
Royal Artillery, was brought up by Do- 
tectivu Sergeant Lansdowno, on remand, 
charged under tho Vagrant Act with at- 
tempting to obtiin money under false pre- 
tenses from Sir Edmund Beckett, Q. C, 
aud Sir li. K. Wilson. Tho evidence giv- 
en on tho last occasion showed that tho 
prisoner, w ho has been latterly employed 
as a tutor at Herns, in Font, receiving his 
hoard and lodging as remuneration, has 
been in the habit for years of writing beg- 
ging letters to persons of influence, ro- 
quet-ting assistance toward establishing a 
school Vfjiioh ho alleged ho intended to 
open. He was educated at Eton, aud tkea 
obtiined a commission in the Royal Artil- 
lery, and while serving with the regiment 
at tho Capo of Good Hopo ho married the 
daughter of a Colouol iuuu Infantry rogi- 
ment. Ho retired from tho army in con- 
sequence of having obtained from bis 
brother officers a sum of money by fraud- 
ulent representations; ho becamo separ- 
ated from his wife; ho married another 
lady, representing himself as a widower, 
and sho left him after throj ohildrou had 
been born. In 1805 ho was brought up ut 
Bow street, charged with attempting to 
commit suicide, aud related a piteous 
tslo of distress. A remand being granted 
subscriptions to tho amount of about 
XSO were uont to tho magistrato on 
behalf of the prisoner, but Mr. 
Blowers in tho nieautimo received 
soino communications, aud when tho 
prisonor was discharged ho refused to 
hand him any of tho sums, stating that 
ho believed him lo be un impostor. When 
apprehended at Richmond on Friday hist 
many letters asking assistance wore found 
at his apartments, addressed to members of 
Parliament, stating ho was in a stato of ut- 
ter destitution, ami without tho common- 
est necessaries oi life, Mrs. Marshall said 
that on the Sth of November tho prisoner 
was educating her two nephews, ho was 
receiving his board and lodging, but no 
money as remuneration. Ho was provid- 
od with every comlort.and in consequence 
of a letter written by the prisoner, which 
was handed to witness by a policeman, 
and was addressed to tho cook, commenc- 
ing "Dear Sally," and signed, "Yours, af- 
foctiouatoly, Walter." ho was discharged, 
Mr. Lewis remarked the cook could not 
write, and sho wits acquainted with the 
wife of a policeman who conducted her 
correspondence. Thus it happened the 
letter came into tho bunds of tlio police- 
man. It was not an unusual thing for 
policemen to bo friouds with cooks. 
| Laughter. | Some further avidcuco hav- 
ing been given, Mr. Sampson addrossed 
the magistrate for tlio defence, and de- 
nounced the action of tho Charity Organ- 
ization Society in prosecuting a man who 
having been unfortum te in life, was hon- 
estly endeavoring t;> establish a school 
for the suppoit of his children.
